&T5UMI is not a man, however, who elevates or recognises his collegues 
and subordinates when be has a mission to perform. He is a ccamsander 
who invariably enjoys doing his work himself, delegating very little 
authority, keeping his own counsel, and forming almost no cloee relation 
/ships. Usually, generals' aides idolise their superiors and are charmed 
[ by their ability and personality. Not so with TA f iSU>E*3 aides, who 
' without exception have always considered him a "cold fish" and did nob 
like to serve him. Although XA1SUMI is a ve.y modest gentleman cf fine 
character and reputation, he seems to draw a clear-cut line in associ- 
ating with all his friends J he does not step beyond that line with 
them, and he makes it very difficult for any to draw any closer than 
that to him. 

(Sub-source elicited the following opinions from TATSUMI on 28 Sep 1951. ) 

TATSUMI does not oppose HATTCRI Takushiro, but in fact hopes that 
HATTORI will someday be chief of the new Japanese Army, for which poet " 
he feels HATTCRI to be eminently qualified, even though he deplores scam 
of HATTCRI* a subordinates such as HCRIBA, for their indiscretion. 

TATSUMI has no particular dislike fos ^IUlKURO Hideo either, exoept that 
he considers IVJAKURO to be more of a politician than a military man at 
present, and feels that IWJCURO is merely using rearmament as a political

however, TATSUMI was aware of I.U-JL 'r • raible-crcTr.fng of HATTCRI 
both to TAHIDi and to IUUCUB0, yu: refused lt because he "didn’t vent to 
stir up a hornet’s nest of intrigue B . Shortly afterwards, TiTSUKT 
broke completely with TANID1 despite the latter's persistent efforts to 
keep working with TATSjHI. lATSCHI considers TSDJI Ihsanobu a fine 
soldier and gentleman, but deplores his stupid and harmful conduct, 
feeling that lt is one of the chief liabilities to HATTCRI* e waning 
reputation with the Japanese government, particularly the police 
agencies. Because of TSUJI’s insecure conduct and rash speeches, the 
government considers rearmament tantamount to revival of the Old Jap- 
anese Amy and sees the nightmare of a return to militaristic control* 

Thi s is directed unfortunately not against ISIjJI, who has no concrete 
plan, but against his friend, HATTORI Takushlro, those cooperation with 
the Police Reserve idea has been fine despite the unjust and vicious 
attacks upon him as an arch-militarist.

Former General of the Army, he was ier Minister of the SKIDSKARA Cabinet In 
1945, and came to be closely acquainted with YOSi.IDA Shigeru at that time, 
fie was in the Genera l SAJ TO clique, and greatly opposed to Hideki TCJO. At 
one period during HATTCRI^ long tour of duty with the Operational Plans 
Section of Japanese G-l (our G-3 General Staff), SHIkOKUBA was chief of 
operations and Strategy. (Japanese G-l). largely due to his reconoendation, 
despite HATTCRI’ s field grade rank at the time, HAVTCRI v?s made chief of 
the Operational Plans Section, succeeding IbKIHARA Kanju, In 1937. HATTCRI 
greatly respects and trusts General SHIMOMURA, and has always continued to 
maintain a very doee relationship with him. HATTCRI feels that only 
SHIMOiOfflA, of all of the former general rani: officers of the Japanese 
Any, Is truly qualified to lead the new Japanese Amy. HATTCRI often oalls 
upon him at present, gives him detaile of his plans, and asks JL or General 
SHBSCMJRA’e instructions. In short, General SKl-'CMJRA is former superior, 
sponsor, and S sansel l> (teacher) to HATTCRI. The present Prime Minister, * 
TOSHIBA, was Foreign Minister when S:;HEHARA was Prire Minister in the first 
post-war cabinet. SHB’OMDBA. enjoys the distinction of being the last 
Japanese Minister of Wrr. TOSHIBA has maintained friendly relations with 
SHEJOIDRA, and confers with hi'’ frequently on the rearmament question. 
However, TATS11M, who is also friendly with the general, is a closer advisor 
of TOSHIBA, and to what extent TOSHIBA relies upon SHIKOMURA’s counsel is 
dubious.

a. Ia the fall of 1950, General SHE-rUMORA advised HATTCRI confidentially 
that Lt. General TAKIDA Isamu was quite bitter la criticising HATTCRI 
to himself. TAKIDA apparently told Si:IM0iCRl that HATTCRI was trying 
to be oosae ooamander of the entire Japanese Arcy beoease of hie interest 
In the National Police Reserve command, end was using iu*a. ARAKI'e in- 
fluence with General Willoughby and Willoughby* ■ trust in hii>; to the 
hilt in order to oatapult himself into full power. TAhlDL decried 
HATTCRI's monopolistic plans, unfair, biased and ambitious choices of 
personnel, without conferring with anyone else, even the Japanese' govern- 
ment or Prime Minister KBHHX, and he insisted to SHDJOMBRA that 
HATTORI'a plans were extremely ambitious, in fact, that HATTCRI was 
"another ATJSOB". TAWIDA allowed SlOkOtfJBA a list of officers HATTCRI 
had rejeoted whom he felt were excellent men. HATTCRI defended MmseTf 
well, but realised that some one on his staff at the Demobilisation 
Bureau Historical Records Section planning rearmament and formation of 
the Police Reserve had betrayed him and their secret pla cs to TANH3A, 

It turned out to be Colonel KCRJEA Katuo, who has later disclosed 
HATTCRI's eearets to IWAKURO Hideo and th ejfaAJtfBEa. Toras^ ^q ^nd Shotq, 
dio also oppose HATTCRI. Nevertheless, SiwOPBSK was not convinced fay 
TANIDA of HATTCRI's duplicity end anbition, and has continued to support 
HATTCRI even to TOSHIBA up to the present tine.

Aldo as chief of G-l General staff by causing DOI to lose the respect 
of all his subordinates In G-l, which brought about MIYAZAKI* a elevation 
to the poet. For this reason, U)I hates both HATTCRI and MIYA ZA K I 
bitterly to this day.
